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Tax Rates Set, Road Extended for River Trails at Fiscal Court Meeting

The September 4, 2012, 
Carlisle County Fiscal Court 
Meeting was called to order 
with the approval of the pre¬ 
vious meeting’s minutes, 
along with the approval of the 
special called meeting’s min¬ 
utes. 

In the ambulance report, 
Carlisle County Ambulance 
Service Director Wayne 
Floyd reported that the ambu¬ 
lance service conducted 143 
runs including advances life 
support runs, basic life sup¬ 
port runs and assists to county 
residents. 

Floyd next reported that the 
new ambulance was received 
and will be online later in the 
week. Floyd also praised 
County Chevrolet for repair¬ 
ing the transmission on one of 
the other ambulances and 
only taking two days to repair 
it. 

In the emergency manage¬ 
ment report Emergency Man¬ 
agement Director Carissa 
Viniard, along with 911 Di¬ 
rector Josh Glover was in 
Louisville for a conference all 
week. 

In the Carlisle County 


Jailer’s report Carlisle County 
Jailer Ronny Owens reported 
that there were four inmates 
in the Ballard County Deten¬ 
tion Center and three inmates 
in the Hickman County Cor¬ 
rectional facility. 

In the road department re¬ 
port, Carlisle County Road 
Department Supervisor Jerry 
Bowman reported that Na- 
tureChem would be back in 
the county spraying, working 
on eliminating roadside 
shrubbery and bushes. 

Bowman next reported on 
work on county line road. 
With the bum ban being lifted 
Bowman said that the county 
line road repair will be a high 
priority on list of road work in 
the upcoming months. In¬ 
cluded on that list is the re¬ 
placement of a sewer on 
Dodson Road and the chip¬ 
ping and sealing of roads in 
the county. 

Chip Wright was in atten¬ 
dance and he proposed that 
the county make a motion to 
extend county road 1324 to 
county road 1219. This would 
help the newly instituted 
Carlisle County Trails Sys¬ 
tem, with the trails system 
eyeing an expansion up the 


railway line in that area. A 
motion was made to that ef¬ 
fect and there will be public 
notices that will mn in the 
paper of record, the Carlisle 
Weekly, for two weeks before 
the ordinance is final. 

In the Carlisle County Sher¬ 
iff’s report Carlisle County 
Sheriff Steve Perry reported 
that he is in the process of hir¬ 
ing a new security guard for 
the courthouse and that train¬ 
ing for the new guard will 
begin soon. 

In the 911 report, Donna 
Laird of the Carlisle County 
911 Service reported that the 
911 service fielded 215 calls 
for service in the month of 
August. 

Laird, reporting on behalf of 
Solid Waster Director Josh 
Glover, reported that dump¬ 
sters have been collected and 
the county utilized the dump¬ 
sters quite a bit. Carlisle 
County Judge Executive Greg 
Terry said that he will analyze 
the costs of the county wide 
dumpsters and possibly have 
a county wide clean up during 
the spring and fall seasons. 

Under new business the 
county discussed whether to 
take the compensating tax 


rate or the 4% rate increase. 
Under the compensating rate 
the county would collect the 
same money from taxes that 
they did the previous year. 
Under the 4% increase, the 
county would have an in¬ 
crease of $10,000 in revenue 
for the county. A motion was 
made to accept the 4% in¬ 
crease with a hearing on those 
rates to be held at the next fis¬ 
cal court meeting. 

A $150,048 check was re¬ 
ceived by the county for 
water damage suffered a few 
months ago in a water leak 
that began in the judicial sec¬ 
tion of the courthouse. Carpet 
has been ordered and the proj¬ 
ect is slated to be a 12 week

project to lay the carpet and 
finish the repairs. 

Carlisle County Judge Exec¬ 
utive Greg Terry announced 
that the bun ban has been fi¬ 
nally lifted on Carlisle 
County, as the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Forestry has 
given the okay to lift it. 

Carlisle County Deputy 
Judge Executive and Finance 
Officer Brandi Webb was in¬ 
vited to attend leadership 
training at the Delta Leader¬ 
ship Institute. The training 
will come at no cost to the 
county and provide Webb 
with leadership training that 
will benefit the county. 

Before the September 4, 
2012, meeting came to a 


close; Carroll Hubbard was in 
attendance to observe the 
Carlisle County Fiscal Court 
meeting. Hubbard, who is 
running in the First District 
Senate Race addressed the 
fiscal court and spoke about 
his mother being from the 
Milburn area and his ties to 
the county. Hubbard told the 
fiscal court that he has always 
been able to count on Carlisle 
County. “Carlisle County has 
long been a supporter of mine 
and the people have been very 
good to me. The people of 
this county need a representa¬ 
tive who will work in unison 
with Governor Beshear help 
this area,” Hubbard said.

Agriculture Secretary Vilsack Extends Emergency 
Grazing to Assist Ranchers Impacted by Drought 


Lexington, KY, August 29, 
2012 — As the Obama Ad¬ 
ministration continues to sup¬ 
port farmers and businesses 
impacted by the drought, 
Agriculture Secretary Tom 
Vilsack today announced a 
two-month extension for 
emergency grazing on Con¬ 
servation Reserve 
Program (CRP) acres, free¬ 
ing up forage and feed for 
ranchers as they look to re¬ 
cover from this challenging 
time. This flexibility for 
ranchers marks the latest ac¬ 
tion by the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture to provide as¬ 
sistance to producers im¬ 
pacted by the drought, which 
has included opening CRP 
and other conservation acres 
to emergency haying and 
grazing, lowering the interest 
rate for emergency loans, and 
working with crop insurance 
companies to provide flexi¬ 


bility to farmers. 

To assist producers, USD A 
is permitting farmers and 
ranchers in drought stricken 
states that have been ap¬ 
proved for emergency graz¬ 
ing to extend grazing on CRP 
land through Nov. 30, 2012, 
without incurring an addi¬ 
tional CRP rental payment re¬ 
duction. The period normally 
allowed for emergency graz¬ 
ing lasts through Sept. 30. 
The extension applies to gen¬ 
eral CRP practices (details 
below) and producers must 
submit a request to their Farm 
Service Agency county office 
indicating the acreage to be 
grazed. USDA’s continuing 
efforts to add feed to the mar¬ 
ketplace benefits all livestock 
producers, including dairy, 
during this drought. Ex¬ 
panded haying and grazing on 
CRP acres, along with usage 
of cover crops as outlined last 


week by the Secretary, has 
begun providing much 
needed feed to benefit all 
livestock, including dairy.

The Safe Handling of Melons: A How to Guide

The recent salmonella out¬ 
break traced to cantaloupes 
grown in Indiana has many 
Kentuckians concerned about 
consuming melons, but it 
doesn’t necessarily mean that 
you have to abstain from eat¬ 
ing this fresh summer deli¬ 
cacy. When properly 
handled, melons can be a 
safe, satisfying treat. 

Here are some tips on how to 


safely handle melons: 

• Buy melons from a local, 
reputable source. The shorter 
the distance food has to travel 
from farm to table, the less of 
a chance that microorganisms 
have grown on the produce. 
Microorganisms need time to 
multiply. 

• Wash your hands before and 
after handling fresh produce. 

• Before consuming, rinse 
melons with clean, running 
water and use a clean veg¬ 
etable brush to scrub away 
debris on the skin, even if 
they have been prewashed. 
Washing the skin of fresh pro¬ 


duce is important even if you 
are going to only eat the in¬ 
side of the fruit as bacteria on 
the skin can be transferred to 
the flesh of the fruit when it is 
sliced. 

• Do not use dishwashing or 
hand soap to wash produce. 
These items have not been 
tested for use on food. 

- Cut melons using clean, san¬ 
itized knives and cutting 
boards. 

• Once sliced, melons must be 
stored below 40 degrees 
Fahrenheit and consumed 
within a few days. 

• Avoid consuming any mel¬ 


ons if the store, restaurant or 
market does not know where 
they were grown. You may 
also want to avoid purchasing 
pre-sliced melons as you do 
not know whether proper 
safety precautions were taken 
in their processing.

File online at 
www.fafsa.gov for the 
fastest response. 

• Look for local scholar¬ 
ships in your newspaper. 
Community organizations 
and businesses may have 
scholarships reserved for 
local students. 

•Talk with your school 
counselor, who can tell 
you about financial aid and 
where to find it. 

• Talk with a financial aid 
officer at the school you 
plan to attend. He or she 
can tell you about any aid 
the school has available. 
•Find out how to reduce 
student loan costs. Most fi¬ 
nancial aid packages in¬ 
clude student loans. Take 
out loans only after you 
have received all the free
